HEN the Dalai Lama finally 

turned back from Yatung on 
the Indian border, where he had 
hovered for eight months, and 
started back for Lhasa ‘the ar- 
rived there in August), Western 
diplomats were disappointed 
but not overly surprised. 

They had hoped he would 
make a stand against the im- 
posed sino-Tibetan agreement 
and when General Chang Chirg- 
wu, head of China’s new mis- 
sion to Tibet, arrived at Yatung 
on his way to Lhasa, the seven- 
teen-year-old boy ruler would 
reject his help.

Harrer is an Austrian ex- 
prisoner-of-war who escaped 
from India to Tibet during the 
war and became one of the 
Dalai Lamas chief advisers. He 
left Lhasa with the Dalai Lama 
last December and then came 
on into India. 

Harrer, however, never got 
back to Yatung. He himself was 
not anxious to be present when

General Chang Ching-wu 
had arrived a day earlier and 
immediately set about his busi- 
ness. The Chinese took over 
the military HA in Lhasa, and 
began feorganization of the 
Tibetan army. Only the Dalai 
Lamas personal bodyguard of 
500 men was left under the 
ruler’s command. 

The Panchen Lama. now en 
route to the capital, is no 
longer of much importance to 
the Chinese. His followers have 
been in cxile in China for 38 
years, and it was round his 
banner that the Chinese for- 
med the Tibetan element of 
the “Liberation army.” His in- 
fluence, which stems from his 
overlordship of the great Tasi- 
Thunpo Monastery, is chiefly in 
the southern Tsang province, 
but nominally he has spiritual 
vassals all over the cuuntry. 
Under the new regime he is to 
be sole spiritual authority, while 
the Dalal Lama’s powers will 
be confined to the temporal 
side. 


Travellers into India from 
Ngari or Western Tibet alrea- 
@y notice changes introduced 
by Chinese control. Chinese 
troops from Sinkiang, variously 
counted at from 2,500 te 10,000, 
have moved down into Ngari, 
and frontier checking is now 
a stricter business. Since the
